AN ALLEGED STRONG HAND NEEDED 
TO CONTROL IRELAND. 



Lard Carnarvon Hint He Ketlrrtl — He la

London, Jan. 16.— The feeling among 
the Tories that greater stringency is neces- 
sary in Ireland to protect loyalists and sup- 
press boycotting is daily beconiiiif; stronger 
»nd outspoken, Every day's delay in an- 
nouncing the government's Mas plans will 
intensify this feeling and add to the plot of 
;ue tdtuation in Ireland. If a strong hand 
is really neoihd to control that country it li 
•vident that Lord Coruarvoti must be re- 
tired in some wuy. Ho is nearly seventy - 
live years old, is constitutionally timid, is a 
lufTerer from insomnia and has long been in 
a state of nervous prostration according to 
the statetnents of his friends. Ever sine* 
he first took command in In land be has 
worn a bullet-proof vest. This precaution 
was taken at the urgent entreaty of his wife. 
He has no desire to cling to olllee and his 
indated letter of resignation is in Lord 
Salisbury's possession, but there is no other 
[jeer in the Tory ranks who is at once com- 
petent, avaiiuba and willing to take the 
office. 

Moreover, if Lord Salisbury were to make 
ft new appointment DOWIt Would itfmalaH 
the Earl of Kilmorey's followers i.. the 
lords ami the lUdicaU in the commons to 
immediately press the motion to alxdish tha 
Dublin castle, government altogether. Their 
jruns will be spiked tf the olUce is left va- 
cant for the present, and th<> office itself 
with its vast salary and patronagu will still 
be in the gift of tbe goverumont to be. be- 
llowed on soma faithful worker after the 
present excitement has blown over. Lord 
Salisbury's intention now is to accept the 
resignations of Lord Carnarvon and of Sir 
William Hart-Dyke as chief secretary for 
Ireland, loave the lord licutetmcy vacant 
and appoiut the Hon. Edward Stanhope, 
now president of the board of trade, to 'the 
secretaryship. 

Mr. Gladstone had a long confidence at 
his residence in Carlton bouse terrace, with 
Karl Granville, the marquis of Mm. tho 
earl of Rowbery, and a few other Whig 
leaders. There was a long, rstlier desultory 
discussion of tbe Liberal poller, but no de- 
cision was reached as to tactics to be 
adopted fa parliament. Mr. Gladstone en- 
treuted his colleagues to sanction a motion 
of want of conlidcnoe at the earliest possible 
movement so as to force the fighting before 
the Tones had time to idroiigtiieu their in- 
trenchmeuts. This was opposed by a ma- 
jority of the conference and especially by 
the Liberal whigs, who know that tho Fa**, 
nellites will accept the government's Irish 
Kcheme, and w ill support the Tories uules* 
the Liberals bid higher, which is at present 
.111l1k. lv. As to foreign affairs the Liberal* 
uro still hopelessly divided upon the annexa- 
tion of Bui -muli, tbe Anglo-Turkish couven-
